Carl Scfiuiz, probably the greatest German that « ver cam e across 


the seas seeking refuge in this country from the unjust conditions of 


the fatherland, and who found here not only a w arm w elcom e and a 


home, but high place in the service of his adopted country, would, 


were he alive today and physically able, be am ong the first to offer 


him self to the governm ent in the war against the land that gave him 


birth and later in his young manhood drove him forth a fugitive with 


a price upon his head and a sentence of death upon the gallows re­ 


corded against him. 


Most of us of middle age remember this brilliant German patriot. 


Many of us in our boyhood listened to the burning words of eloquence 


with which he advocated the cause of freedom and the perpetuation 


of the free institutions in this country. 
Coming to America, poor and 


unknown, a political refugee, this man became first an editor, then a 


volunteer in the civil war, rising to the grade of general, afterwards 


a United States senator from Missouri and later a m em ber of the 


cabinet of the president of the United States. 


During all the years that he was taking so great a place in the 


public life of the country he w as still outlawed from Germany*, and had 


he attempted to revisit it would have been promptly thrown into prison, 


if indeed the harsher sentence of death would not have been executed 


upon him. 
It w as only in the latter days of his eventful life, and after 


much effort by this governm ent, that the German ban against him 


was removed. 


Does anyone doubt what this man would have done were he here 


at this time? 
If so, read w hat he said to his people while he w as in 


the full vigor of his manhood, when he was their loader in public 


thought and action. 
The following is taken from a speech m ade by 


him in 1899: 


The German who m akes this country the home of his choice must 


soon learn to understand—and m ost do learn it im m ediately— that 


henceforth this is his country; that his w elfare and that of his pos­ 


terity are closely bound up in the w elfare of this republic; that it 


should never enter the minds of him or his countrym en to form here 


a separate nationality; that as a German born he has no exceptional 


rights or duties or interests, but only the rights and duties and interests 


of the American citizen under the free institutions of this republic, 


so as to exercise his political rights honestly and w isely for the public 


— iat his own freedom, his own rights and his own future are 


most safely in the freedom, rights and future ot the commu- 
•ur eyes,

R epresentative Igoe, of Missouri, in spite of the fact that he is 


from St. Louis, w here there are m ore m en w ith large incomes than 


in any other city in the state, docs not hesitate to say that he believes 


that the m ost of the cost of the war should be paid by direct taxation, 


and further that the greater part of the tax should be placed upon the 


big incom es of the country. 
One hundred thousand dollars a year is 


enough for any man or wom an to have in war tim es, says this m em ­ 


ber of congress, and therefore he is in favor of fixing the war lax 


so that all now* paying on incom es shall continue to pay, and that in 


addition when an incom e shall reach the one hundred thousand dollar 


mark, all further increm ent shall be taken as tax. 


W riting to the w ays and m eans com m ittee w*hich is now engaged 


ill shaping the revenue bill, Mr. Igoe says: 


“I think $lu0,000 is enough for any person in a year in war time. 


By taking all over that sunt you will prevent an increase in prices to 


recoup the portion that w*ill have to be paid in taxes. 
In this way, 


if the recipient of the incom e does not w ant the government to get 


the tax, he will have to give th e public the benefit of lower prices 


or his em ployes th e benetit of higher w ages. 
It will also stop ilio 


growing feeling that the rich are going to get richer out of and as a 


result of this war. 
When a reasonable exem ption is allowed no man 


can have just com plaint, no m atter how high the rate. 
T he least 


sacrifice w e can m ake is to give m oney toward paying the wa: 
e x ­ 


penses of the governm ent.” 
One can not but agree with Mr. Igoe that a hundred thousand 


dollars a year is enough for anyone during w*ar tim es, and most of 


us would go a little further and say it is enough in any tim es— war, 


peace or famine.
